Layout 

Building No, 2892 is a 5,376 square-foot, one*storys reinforced concrete building built atop a reinforced 
concrete foundation. The building is rectangular in plan and measures 48*-0'1 by 112*-0". It has a flat roof, 
and fenestration is found in two-over-two, double-hung, wood sash windows, occurring individually, in 
pairs, or in groups of threes and fours; the windows have precast concrete silts. 

Alterations/Additions 

Building No. 2892 has temporary storm vestibules added to the north and south facades. Otherwise, the 
building has incurred no significant alterations or additions. 

Function 

Building No. 2892 was originally used as the Explosive Ordinance [sic] Disposal (EODJ building. The 
EGO unit would undertake procedures required for disposal of explosives that had become hazardous to 
base personnel, facilities and operations. By the early 1990s the building was being used as a storage 
facility and for military dog training.
